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The swaddled infant pictured 
at right is one of the famous 
works in terra cotta exqui- 
sitely modeled by the fif- 
teenth century Italian sculp- 
tor, Andrea della Robbia. 
In that day infants were 
bandaged from birth to 
preserve the symmetry of 
their bodies, but still the 
gibbous spine and distorted 
limbs of severe rickets often 
made their appearance. 








Glisson, writing in 1671, 
described an ingenious use 
of swaddling bands — “first 
crossing the Brest and com- 
ing under the Armpits, then 
about the Head and under the 
Chin and then receiving the 
hands by two handles, so that 
it is a pleasure to see the Child 
a pendulous in the 
Air... This kind of Excer- 
cise... helpeth to restore 
the crooked Bones... .”

STRAPPED FOR RICKETS 


fants who were strong Glisson suggested 


WADDLING was practised down through the 
centuries, from Biblical times to Glisson’s 
day, in the vain hope that it would prevent 
the deformities of rickets. Even in sunny Italy 
swaddling was a prevailing custom, recom- 
mended by that early pediatrician, Soranus of 
Ephesus, who discoursed on “Why the 
Majority of Roman Children are Distorted.” 
“This is observed to happen more in the 
neighborhood of Rome than in other places,” 
he wrote. “If no one oversees the infant's 
movements, his limbs do in the generality of 
cases become twisted.... — 
Hence, when he first begins 
to sit he must be propped by 
swathings of bandages. . 
Hundreds of years later sw ad- 
dling was still prevalent in 
Italy, as attested by the sculp- 
tures of the della Robbias and 
their contemporaries. For in-
